Good old orange boxes! What 
a wealth of possibilities they hold 
with their cross shelf* and their 
fairly solid construction! 

Here are two variations of the 
orange box dressing table which 
are really quite easy to make, and 
don’t you think they are attrac- 
tive? Me 

The first is a little simpler than 
the second, but the second fills 
that difficult corner and provides 
‘you with more shelf space, be- 
sides. being a bit more unusual. 


For the first you will need: 

2 orange boxes. 

4 board 1/2 to 1 inch thick to 
cover the top. 


(You may separate the boxes as 
much as you wish and lengthen 
the board, to suit your room space. 
If the boxes are far enough apart 
for your knees to fit in between, 
-you will be a little more comfort- 
able seated there). 

Oil cloth or sanitas to cover the 
board. 


Cretonne, or other drapery ma- 
terial to cover the front. (Figure 
at least twice the distance around 
-for fulness and even more is bet- 
ter.) 

A little dime store mirror. 


First cover the top with the 
sanitas or oilcloth or any material 
you can wipe off with a damp 
cloth, stretch it over the top board 
tightly and tack around the side 
edges of the board. 

Hem the top and bottom edges 
of your drapery which has been 
sewed selvedge to selvedge in the 
proper length, and run a heavy 
cord through the top hem. Ar- 
range around the edge of the top, 
covering the tacks, and finish the 
with colored upholsterer’s 
tacks as unnoticeably as possible, 
or cover with string roping, with 
knots and tassels at each corner. 

The variety of choice of cover- 
ings is endless. You might use 
blue denim for the cover combin- 
ed with white string roping or 
cotton tufted fringe. You might 
use checks, printed gingham, cre- 
tonne, monk’s cloth, or candy 
striped gingham (awfully clever 
and effective). 


For the second one, you will 
need three orange boxes and two 


boards, with one end of each cut 


‘diagonally to fit, as illustrated. 

' Fit the top boards together neat- 
ly and covér the whole top with 
your washable top covering. San- 
itas, by the way, can be glued 
down with wallpaper paste, giv- 
ing a firm surface. —

The mirror in this instance was 
fitted on the front of a _three- 
cornered hanging cupboard, (ob- 
tainable quite generally).
